Simon plays chess for Somerset and has a Lego ob¬ 
session and is a member of Brickish, a club for adult 
Lego fans, he is currently building the battle of Ther¬ 
mopylae in his shed. 

• WHAT made you go into childcare? 

I have a lot of hobbies and skills of a child orientated na¬ 
ture. I used to juggle, although my left hand is deterio¬ 
rating now, I do a bit of ventriloquism. I went to America 
on an au pair programme but within four months broke 
my ankle and came home.That's when my parents found 
out about the childcare degree. 

• WHAT do you like most about your job? 

I enjoy helping people to achieve and make 
the best of themselves and working with 
children is a good environment to be 
able to do that. 

• DO you like history? 

I like to focus on ancient history, 
the Roman Empire, the Spartans 
and the Egyptians; I am a keen 
Christian so I am fascinated 
about Bible times. 

The Romans were very good 
at adapting everything to their 
own needs, they gathered in¬ 
formation and learnt from 
other cultures. 

• DO you have any other 
interests? 

One of my other obsessions is films, I 
have nearly 5,000 and about 300 differ- 
entTV series on DVD. I am part of a 
re-enactment society and have my own Roman 
centurion costume with the equipment as 
accurate as I can get it 

• WHAT would you take to your desert island? 

I am very logical and practical so I would want a good 
knife, something to hunt with and some decent clothing. 

• IF you could meet anyone,who would it be? 

I would have to say Jesus, I would love to go back to that 
time and hear the sermon on the Mount or be at the Last 
Supper.

• WHAT is your philosophy? 

To live life trying to do the right things with Christ as my 
guide.

I wanted to do country 
rhymes with the children, but 
couldn't find any with the theme of 
the weather so I wrote two songs. 

• WHAT changes are happening at 
Clare House? 

We have the Friends of Clare House to raise money 
for the nursery which includes a nice mix of people - 
some don't even have children here. 

We are looking for someone to take on our garden as a 
volunteer, we just don't have the time. I want to get us 
more out into the community and have more commu¬ 
nity interaction. 

• DO you cook? 

I love my food and therefore I cook. I wouldn't say I was 
good at it and I don't particularly enjoy it but I think if 
you want to eat you should be prepared to cook. My 
favourite food is lasagne. 

• HAVE you seen a lot of changes in childcare? 

The industry doesn't stay still for long, it is always chang¬ 
ing, we can't get through a year without change.

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Residents eager to view 
new community centre 


CREWKERNE residents 
flocked to the view the in¬ 
side of their new commu¬ 
nity building as the long 
awaited George Reynolds 
Centre opened its doors for 
public scrutiny last Friday. 

Sports enthusiasts were 
able to explore the six new 
ground floor changing 
rooms, two for up to 18 peo¬ 
ple, two for up to 15 people 
and two for officials, de¬ 
signed for up to three people 
each. 

Also on the ground floor 
staff from the Jigsaw pre¬ 
school and out of school 
club were delighted to show 
visitors around their new 
area which was light and 
airy compared to the gloom 
of the old West One build¬ 
ing. 

They said they were really 
pleased with it and couldn’t 
wait to get the children in, 
they were just waiting for 
Ofsted clearance. 

Upstairs a bar and kitchen 
area divided the space to 
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jointly serve a smaller room 
with tables and the larger 
room which houses the skit¬ 
tle alleys. Both were de¬ 
signed for maximum 
daylight and a great view of 
the Henhayes playing field. 
There was also access to 
glass fronted balcony. 

Four generations of 
Crewkernians were able to 
make use of the new centre 
and Jenny Galliott was 
among the first to enjoy the 
view with a cup of tea joined 
by her daughter Marsha 
Chant and great grand¬ 
daughter Holly Frampton. 

Mrs Chant said: “I think 
it’s very nice and modern 
and the balcony is lovely for 
the summer. 

“I think this really brings 
Crewkerne together and has 
been a long time coming, it 
can be a great community 
place. 

“I personally had some re¬ 
ally good times in the old 


sports club but it had seen its 
day and I’m looking forward 
to more good times here.” 

As with any new building, 
there are snagging issues 
still to be addressed and a 
few issues were brought up 
at the Town Council Ameni¬ 
ties Committee on Monday. 

Martin Pakes of the Civic 
Society requested the coun¬ 
cil look into creating a 
greener outlook between 
the new building and the 
Henhayes Centre with the 
use of grasscrete and former 
councillor Peter Chard 
raised his concern that the 
fire escape from the youth 
area of the building was 
steep steps rather than a 
slope. 

A designated smoking 
area was also under discus¬ 
sion and councillors agreed 
that all three issues needed 
further investigation and 
would be brought back to 
full council.

West One changes hands and will 
be transformed into a new surgery 


AFTER a wait of 14 years, Doctor Mike Osborne and his 
team at Crewkerne Surgery, based in South Street, finally 
achieved the handover of the West One community centre 
at noon on Friday of last week. 

The pressure had been nail biting up to the end with sev¬ 
eral delays on the sale of the former town council owned 
building to Haven Health Properties Limited, with con¬ 
tracts only having changed hands the day before and 
monies transferred that morning, according to town clerk 
Jeanne Warner. 

Dr Osborne said: “We are very pleased to be finally 
moving after 14 years in a place that was supposed to 
temporary for 18 months and we hope eventually to ex¬ 
pand to a two or three doctor surgery.” 

Like a child in a sweet shop, he was going from room 
to room imagining the changes to be made and excited 
atthe prospect of a ‘new home’ next year. 

The practice has grown to a list of 1,300 and with an 
interest in homeopathic medicine and minor surgery, the 
extra space for treatment rooms will enable the practice 
to provide a wider range of services. 

With a family feel, as a practice run by two couples, 
nurse Pat Osborne said she loved the fact they were stay¬ 
ing in an old building with such warm character and com¬ 
munity history. 

John Whitfield, chairman of the Patient Participation 
Group said: “We hope the new surgery will provide far 
more for the patients and hope this new start will encour¬ 
age more volunteers to join our group as there are only 
seven of us at present.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Robin Pailthorpe commented 
that it was lovely to see the building remaining as a com¬ 
munity asset. 

The plans for West One Surgery will be on display in 
the Town Hall from 10am tomorrow, Saturday November 
17th.

Patients Forum. 

Introducing the all day 
programme to a full 
room, David Hughes ex¬ 
plained that the group 
was formed in August 
2011 as an interface be¬ 
tween the health centre 
and the patients and cur¬ 
rently had 15 members 
meeting ten times per 
year. He said they were 
looking for some younger 
members, particularly 
parents of young chil¬ 
dren, to get a balance of 
input. 

The first speaker of the 
day was Dr John Horne 


who gave a very informa¬ 
tive presentation on how to 
keep a healthy heart, ex¬ 
plaining some of the misun¬ 
derstood terminology 
surrounding the different 
types of heart disease and 
expelling a few myths, in¬ 
cluding the old thinking 
that taking a mini aspirin 
daily was a preventative for 
those who had no history of 
heart problems. He said this 
was an old idea and re¬ 
search had shown that it 
caused more problems of 
internal bleeding than any¬ 
thing else. However aspirin 
was still used in other areas 
of treatment. The main em¬ 
phasis was on a sensible 
diet, not smoking and mod¬ 
erate exercise of 30 minutes 
a day over five days.

choices on how to gain the 
maximum retirement in- 
come.Traditionallyyou pur¬ 
chase an annuity which 
provides an income for the 
remainder of your life. 
These can be organised by 
your pension provider, but 
by using your'open market 
option' and shopping 
around you can normally 
obtain better rates or better 
still have a professional 
shopper (Independent Fi¬ 
nancial Adviser) shop for 
you as they know the mar¬ 
ket. 

If you are or have been ill 
or have an existing medical 
condition or have been a 
smoker you might achieve 
better annuity rates, these 
are called enhanced annu¬ 
ities and provide an im¬ 
proved income. Typical 
conditions include heart 
disease, high blood pres¬ 
sure/cholesterol and dia¬ 
betes it is worth letting an 
adviser know all your con¬ 
ditions. 

Other options available 
include'pension drawdown' 
it gets more complicated 
here and does need spe¬ 
cialist advice. Drawdown 
enables you to take your 
tax free lump sum and 
leave the balance invested 
or perhaps take an income 
based on Government de¬ 
termined rates and defer 
buying your annuity until 
better annuity rates are 
available or perhaps you 
become eligible for en¬ 
hanced annuity rates. 

Decisions, decisions, do 
be careful to make the right 
one particularly if you can't 
change it later.

Day Procesion, held on 
Sunday, enjoyed great at¬ 
tendance - an improve¬ 
ment on last year when 
the event was revived.

County councillor Jill 
Shortland, sporting her 
OBE, was full of praise for 
the Mayor, Councillor 
Cathie Morrison, who re¬ 
introduced the proces¬ 
sion last year. 

She said:"We should all 
be proud of our mayor 


and what she has 
achieved with this pro¬ 
cession. It is something I 
tried and failed to make 
happen during my time 
of office. I am so proud of 
her. It is good to see that 
once again, Chard has 
got a proper Remem¬ 
brance Day procession." 

The Mayor's cadet, Ser¬ 
geant Harrison White of 
2381 Squadron Air Train¬ 
ing Corps, laid the first 
wreath on behalf of the 
town council, followed by 
representatives from all 
walks of life within the 
community. 

The Territorial Army was 
represented by three 
generations hailing from

Speaking on Monday, 
the mayor commented: "I 
would just like to say a 
big thank you to every¬ 
one that came on Sun¬ 
day. It was bigger than 
last year and hopefully 
we will be able to keep 
the procession going in 
future years. I was again 
amazed at how many 
people were out watch¬ 
ing the procession. 

"A big thank you goes 
to Ben Samways from the 
ATC who was the Parade 
Sargent on the day, for he 
is the one that keeps us 
all in place and tells us 
where to go.

Having taken their rating of three 
years ago from ‘satisfactory’ to 
‘good’, the school was praised for an 
improvement progress of writing, in 
particular, which was said to have 
“accelerated significantly since the 
last inspection”. 

The inspector also praised the 
teaching of phonics as “particularly 


well organised, taught in mixed age 
groups so meets the needs of all 
pupils. This helps younger pupils 
and those with special educational 
needs.” 

The quality of teaching was de¬ 
scribed as “consistently good 
throughout the school, a significant 
improvement since the last inspec¬ 
tion. Excellent relationships estab¬ 
lish a very positive climate for 
learning. The teaching of English is 
sometimes outstanding.” 

The use of forest school, good les¬ 
son plans and questioning skills of 
the teachers were also picked up in 
the report and the headteacher, Les¬ 
ley Katner, praised for her hard work 
since the last inspection ito establish 


a small but strong whole-school 
team committed to improvement. 

“By accepting help from a local 
leader in education, strengthening 
the monitoring role of governors and 
taking advantage of opportunities for 
professional development, especially 
within the local cluster of small 
schools, the school has successfully 
addressed all previous issues.” 

The inspector concluded that the 
school could not yet be classed as 
outstanding as there were more 
weaknesses on the mathematics side 
to be addressed, particularly mental 
arithmetic but he understood the 
team were aware of the weaknesses 
and working to address them.

THE happenings of the previ¬ 
ous eight days would have left 
the visitors feeling that it was 
essential to conjure a win from 
somewhere if they were to get 
their league campaign back 
on track.
